Coffee and tea are discussed by a 
recent health letter of the Life Exten- 
sion Institute. Briefly, the conclu. 
sions trom experiments are that 
parently there are no ill-effects noted 
on the days following moderate stim 
ulation wth cofiee. In a sound, healtay 
individual, doses equivalent to a 
strong cup of coffee produce no no- 
ticeable ill-effects except slight ner- 
vousness, but doses equivalent to one 
and a half cups of coifee produce 
marked unsteadiness in muscular and 
mental tone, 

Warning is given, however, that 
is possible that the continued use of 
coffee may cause a siow damage to 
the nervous mecuanism of the heart, 


as it is not uncommon to find people, 


who have taken tea and coffee ior 
years apparently develop a susceptib- 
ility vo these drugs, 

The bulletin concludes that quanti- 
ties of these drinks beyond one cup 
daily are unwise, even for the healthy 
and that even this amount may be 
distinctly harmful to persons suffer- 
ing from dyspepsia, sleeplessness, 
nervousness, heart affections, or who 
have a tendency to nervous and 
mental irritability, 

The ill-effects of the beverages can 
be lessened if care is taken in their 
preparation, Neither should be boil- 
ed ,as_ boiling drives off the oils 
which give flavour and extracts the 
acid constituents which are injuri- 
ous to the stomach.

Technical Education Postponed 

Technical education in Canada and

Aerial Supremacy 


British Have Giant Pianes That Can 
Tackle the Most Formidable 
German Craft 


The best-informed students of aerial 
flight in America pay little heed to the 
assertion that the German “Fokker” 
aeroplane, which has been much in 
evidence ot late, will give Germany 
supremacy in the air. An expert says 
the new machines are the smallest 
along the front, and can only be class- 
ed as aeroplane chasers. The usual 
Fokker is only about 39 feet 9 inches 
over the wings, and about 24 feet 6 
Inches long, with an 80 horsepower 
motor, This machine, with this motor 
equipment, makes about 95 miles an 
hour, With a 200 horsepower motor 
it ought to be able to make from 160 
miles an hour upward. With the ex- 
ception of the wings, which are us- 
ually constructed of the new trans- 
parent material, coage | the machine 
practically invisible, @ whole con- 
struction is of steel tubing. The 
machines carry a pilot and gunner, 
or only a pilot who acts as gunner, 
Their armament consists of a rapid- 
fire gun, capable of more than 600 
shots a minute. Both the British ana 
French have machines that can make 
the same speed of more than 160 miles 
an hour, but they have not used them 
extensively because the Germans 
were not using theirs, and they are 
difficult to handle. 

Santos-Dumont, describing the new 
flying machines of the America type 
now in process of construction for 
Great Britain, gives the following de- 
scription of these battle cruisers of 
the air: 

“Recently I visited an aeroplane 
factory here, and 1 saw thousands of 
mechanics turning out from twelve to 
eighteen machines a day. Among the 
machines being built are those great- 
est ones, capable of flying 600 miles, 
and carrying thirty passengers. These 
are about six times larger than any 
yet used, and can store enough gaso- 
line to carry them 600 miles at a rate 
of not less than 75 miles an hour. By 
decreasing the deadweight load the 
fuel capacity can be increased to al- 
low of a much greater cruising radius, 
This hydro-aeroplane is built with 
three planes, 133 feet from tip to tip. 
Its length is 6 feet; the rudder area 54 
square feet; the fixed tail area, hori- 
zontal, 126 square feet. The weight of 
the hull and planes is 8,000 pounds, 
and the motors weigh 4,000 pounds, 
developing one horsepower for each 
four pounds. Counting crew, oil and 
gasoline, weighing 5,250 pounds, and 
bombs of 3,000 pounds, the machine 
can make 75 miles an hour with a total 
of 21,000 pounds, or more than ten 
tons. For its own protection this new 
triplane is heavily armored, and car- 
ries several of the new 38-inch aero- 
plane guns, which will make it a most 
formidable antagonist in the air.” 

The’ British navy, when supplied 
with these giant planes, will be able to 
patrol the entire German coast, and 
tackle the swiftest Zeppelin when she 
begins her run across the North Sea 
heavily laden with petrol and bombs. 
After their explosives have been dis- 
charged and their fuel largely exhaust- 
ed the Zeppelins fly at a very great 
height, and are so buoyant that a 
hydroplane could not manoeuvre 
quickly enough to fight them effective- 
ly. The giant hydroplane, however, 
will undoubtedly be extensively used. 
in the later stages of the war if Zep- 
pelin attacks are continued.—Toronto 
Globe. 


Babies of Northern France 


The Way Germans Treat Inhabitants 
of Invaded Districts 


In view of the proposal to send con- 
densed milk .o Teuton babies, | would 
like to give the following translation 
of the trustworthy account of condi-| 
tions in the North of France as stated 
by a young woman who succeeded in| 
escaping from her home in the de-| 
partment of the north, June 16 last: 

“In our invaded departments people 
die of starvation. At B., one of the/ 
villages of the north, great misery has 
been experienced for a long time. The | 
municipality .as found it impossible 
to pay anything to the’ wives and 
children of the mobilized men. | 

“To each person was distributed 
from the beginning of March to May | 
15, 140 grams (about bd Ounces) of a| 
horrible black bread, unpalatable, | 
very soggy and bitter, which spoiled 
q ickly and rapidly became covered} 
with green mola. The _ ingredients | 
which the Germans furnished for the| 
manufacture of this bread were a mix- | 
ture of rye flour, horse chestnuts, po-} 
tatoes, etc. 

“The Germans took al] milk, eggs, 
butter, also cows and horses. Every- 
thing belongs to them. Ic is forbidden 
to leave the village, even to go to the 
fields, without a passport. Every three 
months the village pays a war tax of 
16,000f., but it will soon be impossible 
to pay this tax as money is becoming 
so rare. 

“At W., the Germans have searched 
all the houses and have requisitionea 
wines, flour, cotton, brass, cows, etc. 
They give the owners notes payable 
after the war.” 

It would seem that the Germans 
know how to provide milk and cows— 
when they have need of them, But 
who takes care of the babies in the 
invaded districts?

The Strangling Noose 


Germany is Being Slowly but Surely 
Throttled by the Naval 
Blockade 


It is, of course. impossible to say 
what foundation there is for the 
Geneva report that Bethmann-Holl- 
weg is on his way to Vienna to confer 
on the terms of peace which the cen- 
tral powers are shortly to offer their 
enemies, But this much the whole 
world does know: Germany must 
have peace. And not Itss clear {s the 
fact that for many weeks Germany 
has been eagerly seeking in every di- 
rection a means of inviting negotia- 
tion. 

It is true, as all German news- 
papers and many German writers 
confess, that Germany is suffering 
from a shortage of food, which is 
daily becoming more serious. We 
know that the crops of last summer, 
upon which so much depended, were 
mainly failures, because of a long 
period of drought. We know that 
the potato has become the chief ar- 
ticle of diet for millions, and that 
the lack of meat, of fats, of milk, is 
rousing widespread apprehension and 
resentment; for not even the German 
ean live by hate alone. 

More than this, we krow that the 
German losses have been frightful 
beyond even the expectation of those 
who forecast that the casualty lists 
would make future war impossible. 
Not less than 8,500,000 Germans have 
been killed, captured or wounded in 
the first sixteen months of the con- 
flict, and this hideous total takes no 
account of those who have been elim- 
inated by sickness. The reserves in 
men and in food are almost at an end, 
and when they are exhausted the 
collapse must come. 

More than all else the peril to Ger- 
many today comes from the British 
blockade; {t is a strangling noose at 
the neck of the Fatherland, and week 
by week it is becoming more and 
more effective. The whole economic 
life of the empire is paralyzed; the 
markets for the manufactures where 
by Germany lived are sealed up by 
the British fleet. Now and then a 
German diplomat in a foreign land 
obtains permission from the British 
to sail by a neutral ship, but save for 
this the sea is forbidden to the Ger- 
mans; they cannot go down to the 
sea in ships nor send forth their pro- 
ducts, nor can they receive food or 
aught else from abroad. 

Not only is the British blockade 
an ever-mounting evil, but there is 
for Germany no means of striking 
back. For every British casualty 
there have been seven German casu- 
alties. Germany’s highly trained in- 
dustrial army is being day by day 
more and more rapidly drawn into 
the military army, and those whose 
labor gave German export trade its 
prosperity are becoming cannon fod- 
der. England has only begun to send 
her masses to the fleld; her losses co 
far are insignificant when compared 
with the German, and there is no con- 
ceivable way by which Germany can 
strike back at Great Britain to bal- 
ance the misery and suffering Britain 
is carrying far and wide in Germany. 

The hope of victory—of any sort 
of victory—has long gone from the 
minds of German statesmen; what 
they can now hope for is only that 


‘smaller gain that might be picked up 


if the allies grew weary and decided 
to complete the work of crushing 
Germany. But who can believe this 
is likely? Who can believe that the 
allies would consent to permit Ger- 
many to profit by an inch of terri- 
tory or by one more enslaved subject 
for her crime against humanity?—

Cost Will Run Close to Three Hund- 
red Million Dollars 


A statement of the shell business 
that has been transacted in Canada 
in pehalf of the British government 
since the outbreak of the war shows 
that there have been orders given to 
Canada for 22,800,000 shells, and that 
over 8,000,000 shells out of that num- 
ber have already gone forward to 
Britain. 

The cost of all the component parts 
required in the manufacturing of the 
total order for shells, including the 
machinery and assembling, is esti- 
mated at $282,000,000. In addition 
there have been orders from the war 
office for cartridge cases, primers, 
forgings, etc, amounting to $20,000,- 
000, making a total slightly exceeding 
$300,000,000.

Wintering Idle 
Western Horses 


Proper Care Should be Taken of Ank 
mals so That They Will be in 
Condition for Spring Work 


At this time of the year practically 
all the heavy work on most farms has 
been finished, and with the approach 
of winter horses are more or less idle, 
Since idle horses give no return in 
labor performed, the feeding should 
be as economical as as and pro 
per care should be taken o ~~ 
mals in order that they may in 
the best possible condition for work in 
the early spring. 

Horses should not be confined to 
the barn during the winter on a lib 
eral supply of grain, It is far better 
to “rough” them through the cold 
months. They should be given the run 
of the yard or lot he | the day. This 
should pe provided with a protected 
shed, one that is thoroughly dry and 
well provided with bedding. While 
nature does her part and protects the 
horse with a heavy coat of hair dur 
ing the cold months, the shed is 
one ge A in order to afford the neces- 
sary shelter anu protection against 
rains, snow and cold winds Winter 
winds come mostly from the north 
and northwest, and the shed should 
be so situated and constructed as to 
give the proper protection from this 
quarter. 

In the feeding of idle horses the 
high priced feeds should be avoided 
in order to keep them in proper con- 
dition at the lowest cost. It has been 
found that idle horses do very weil 
on a winter feed consisting of all the 
hay, oatstraw, cornstalks or sorphums 
they will consume, so that little grain 
ig necessary. Idleness also permits of 
a more thorough miastication of the 
feed, thus insuring proper digestion. 

From six to eight weeks before tie 
spring work is started the horses 
should be put at light work and start- 
ed op a small grain ration in order 
that they may bs in proper condition

The natura] conditions under which 
these different kinds of shells have 
to be manufactured in Canada make 
it extremely difficult to send forward 
to Britain in a steady flow a huge 
volume of “fixec” shells. Each of 
those shells has its vital require- 
ments, which must be met in the 
minutest detail. For instance, the 
“18 pounder shrapnel fixed ammuni- 
tion” contain th> following parts in 
addition to the special machining and 
assembling that have to be done in 
connection with the finishing of each 
suell: forgings, copper bands, brass 
tubes, tin cups, steel] discs, br. sock 
ets, plugs, paint, buckshot, resin, 
grubscrews, paint, cartridge cases, 
primers, clips, cordite, pellets, pow- 
der, fuses, loading and four rd. boxes 

Add to the complex nature of this 
shell industry the fact that the 
plants engaged in filling British govy- 
ernment contracts in Canada are 
seattered at various intervals right 
across the continent, with no one 
plant able to do al] the work essen- 
tial to the complete manufacture of 
one piece of ammunition and the 
magnitude of the task assigned to 
the imperial munitions board be- 
comes fairly plain. 

As the organization of the British 
shell business in Canada is im- 
proved and made more efficient, as- 
sembling points where finished or 
“fixed” ammunition may be produced 
in sufficient quantity to supply the 
demand of the British government 
will be established. At present there 
are only two places in the Dominion 
where explosives may be loaded prop:

Canal Well Fortified. 


The line thus fortified is continuous 
and runs from Port Said, on the Medi- 
terranean, to Port Tewfik, on the Red 
sea, parallel to the canal’s channel. 

It is known through the last reports 
of M. Jonnant, president of the Suez 
company, that the canal is 166 kilome- 
ters in length. Its breadth at ten me- 
ters from the bottom runs from forty- 
five meters up to a hundred meters 
across, At certain points the sound- 
ings have measured a depth of eleven 
meters.

broke all records for that city, Ac- 
cording to the report published by the 
commiassioners of navigation, $135,000,- 
000 worth of goods were shipped 
through that port last year, This ts 
$69,000,000 more than were exported in 
1914. Only once before have exports 
reached the hundred million mark, and 
that was in 1907, when the figures were 
$106,570,627. Norfolk, Boston, Charles- 
ton, New Orleans, Galveston and the 
west also report unprecedented in- 
creases in their exports, So the pros- 
perous condition of the country is not 
confined to any one section, but is gen- 
eral, 

What place the past year’s events in 
American business will hold in the 
future history of the world no one 
would venture to foretell, but trom all 


over the country come predictions of 
a prosperity in the new year which will 
place the United States in a permanent 
position as a leader of industry and 
finance, a position in which this coun-

The country’s outward trade sur- 
passed all records, Output of iron and 
| steel, of copper and other metals rose 
‘to amounts previously unheard of. Pro- 
| duction of wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
hay far surpasses the productions of 
other years; production of corn was 
within a few million bushels of a new 
| high record, 
| Because of the contracts placed for 
war material profits of many tndus- 
‘tries reached unparalleled amounts; 
| prices of stocks did likewise; bank 


checks passing through the country’s 
clearing houses were in volume never) 
before reported; unheard of figures were | 
attained in the country’s money supply, 
and among numerous other records na- 
tional bank loans, deposits and cash 
holdings {ncreased to a total never be- | 
fore approached. } 

In the world of money the United) 
States now stands pre-eminent among 
nations, It was an epochal year, in 
which the country made unprecedented 
strides toward the position of master 
of international finance. Developments 
in finance were along constructive lines 
that added tremendously to the strength 
of money and credit conditions through- 
out the forty-eight states of the Amer- 
icon commonwealth, 

From a standpoint of an exporting 
nation the United States now leads the 
world, according to figures made public 
by the foreign department of the Na- 
tional City bank, New York, Although 
the statistics for the full year are not 
yet complete, it is believed the United 
States will far surpass Great Britain, 
our nearest competitor, 

For the eleven months ended Dec, 1 
the total value of exports from the 
seventeen principal ports of the coun- 
try was $38,145,000,000 against $1,706,- 
000,000, the estimated aggregate value of 
Great Britain's exports, This compares 
with $1,966,812,000, the value of Great 
Britain's exports ‘in 1914, and $1,881,- 
113,000 for the United States in the 
same year, For 1913, more like a nor- 
mal year, Great Britain's exports were 
$2,3465,600,000 against §2,217,812,000 for 
the United States,

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
HE sole head of a family, or any 
any male over 18 years old, may 
homestead a quarter-section of 
available Dominion land, in Manitobe 
Saskatchewan or Alberta.
